LONDON, May 11.—King George, 
in personal conferences late today 
with his ministers, made it known 
that he is personally opposed to 
any plan to force the strike con-. 
troversy to the bitter end. 

At the hour Universal Service 
received this information from a 
highly authoritative source, the 
Trades Union Congress was pub- 
lishing an order extending the 
strike to include all unions in Eng- 
land in the shipbuNding trades af- 
filiated with the counsil. 

Five serious railroad accidents 
occured in the last ‘twenty-four 
hours. all directly attributable to 
the government's effort to keep 
trains moving with ne aid of 
volunteers. 

Underground peace droek, under- 
taken at the instigation of Lord 
Oxford and Asquith by Sir Hertert 
Samuel, president of the coal com- 
mission, was joined today by the 
Marquis of Reading, _who had 
been in conversation with the coal 
mine owners with the object of 
inducing them to vary their wage 
reduction order as a first move for 
the settlement of the strike. 

So influential and persuasive is 
Lord Reading that it is possible he 
may drive the first wedge into 
the uncompromising position here- 
tofore maintained by the coal oper- 
ators. 

Helping Lord Reading is also Sir 
Alfred Mond, himself a mineowner, 
who is stated to favor a more con- 
ciliatory -attitude on the question 
of miners’ wages and hours of 
work. 

The cabinet faction behind Word 
Reading is -headed by the Earl of 
Birkenhead with: the sympathetic 
support of Premier Baldwin who, 
above all, wants an early settle- 
ment for the sake of, the country’s 
prosperity. 

The diehards in the ministry 
are still led by Chancellors of the 
Exchequer- Winston Churchill who 
wants the union issue fought to a 
standstill now rather than to have 
a recurrence of the’ labor trouble 
after a temporary settlement. 

One highly interesting angle re- 
garding the position which has 
been taken by King George is that 
it coincides with the view taken 
from the first by Lloyd George 
who insists that every effort he 
made to reopen negotiations be- 
tween the parties 
cerned.
